Accident on Track Injured 


Some of the Riders and

New York, Dec. 13.—The worst acci- 


dent since the beginning of the present 
six-day bicycle race at Madison Square 
garden occurred early today when ten 
of the thirteen riders on tho track 
went down in a bunch at what Is 
known as "Dead Man's" curve on the 
26th street side of the saucer. Hollis- 
ter, of the Samuelson-Hollister com- 
bination, of Salt Lake City, and Vano- 
ni, one of the foreign riders, were se- 
verely injured and several of the oth- 
er riders were badly shaken up. The 
board track was torn up for nearly 
twenty-five yards nnd it was found ne- 
cessary to suspend the race for an hour 
and a half before the racing 
surface 


could be put in condition to resume 
the grind. Fogler, of the Root-Fogler 
team, attempted to steal a lap.

Mat Downey was the first man to 


challenge Fogler and after a few cir- 
cuits of the track Downey caught up

Thero hns bcpn In the last few years 
three prolific sources of muHl-mltllon- 
nlrra which are open to criticism. . Tho 
flrsl. In the minds of some of us. is the 
tariff. It has made possible combinations 
which have produced collossal fortunes, 
nnd the first thins to do, as we look at 
It. Is to modify It. It Is no use to talk 
aga lost large fortunes derived from com- 
binations, and 
how to prevent 
them, 
when you keep the mother-that breeds 
and nurses them alive In full force. It is 
not a question of protection or free tradf. 
but It is a question of so modifying the 
tariff as to protect legitimate business, 
and-prevent extortion nnd unfair "combi- 
nations. 
The second cause of the growth of these 
large fortunes has been Illegal favors and 
contracts given to shippers by the rail- 
ways. 
In many cases they have been 
wrung from tho railways by the shippers. 
This nlso has been used In combination 
with the tariff. 
The high tariff, and 
railway rebates In the last few years 
have produced 
more 
multl-mllllohalres 
than any of us dreamed could'exfst In any 
country. 
This cause—illegal favoritism 
by the railways—I trust Is happily ended. 
The third cause of the production of 
large fortunes has been the securing by 
means which were questionable, of con- 
tracts at nominal prices for the use of 
the streets of various cities for the pur- 
pose of transportation and lighting. 
In 
the beginning of the -street car system 
nnd of electric lighting: and of gas plants 
the cities were so anxious* to get the ben- 
efit of these "companies that they, made 
great concessions—made long contracts 
and reserved to themselves no right to 
control the prices charged, and reserved 
no interest or share for themselves in 
the profits of the future. 
There has been, however, a great nwak 
ening of tho people In the last few years 
on this subject and they are now alive 
to the fact that .they must not give away 
their streets—that corrupt officials who 
attemp' to do so must be turned out of 
office and punished. 


Sees Two Remedies. . 
There are two remedies. 
One Is to 
make contracts such as a private Indi- 
vidual would make, for the usn of tho 
streets, reserving proper rentals and 
* 
proper division of the profits for the fu 
ture; and the other Is for "the municipal! 
ties to take possession of the lighting 
and street transportation and manage i 
(lie same way they do the waterworks nnd 
Kewr.vage systems—for the benefit of the 
people.

Montasnlnl, the expelled secretary of 
the papal' nunciature at Paris, went to 
the Vatican and conferred with Papal 
Secretary of State Merry Del Val and 
Monslgnor Delia Chlesa, and Monslg- 
nor Oasparrl, the assistant secretaries, 
and made them a long report on the 
situation In Franco, especially In re- 
gard to the documents seized at the 
Paris nunciature, several hundred of 
which deal entirely with the Franco- 
Vatican conflict, and will he especially 
Interesting to the French government 
as showing, It Is asserted here, the 
differences 
of opinion 
among the 


members of the French Episcopacy. 
The report of Monslgnor Montagnlnl 
will be used for a protest to the for- 
eign powers against the action of the 
French government. 


Immediately 
after his conference 


with Cardinal Merry Del Val, Monslg- 
nor Montngnlnl wont to the pope, who 
asked for minute details of the secre- 
tary's expulsion and of the documents 
seized. 
Monslgnor 
Montagnlnl ex- 


pressed the distress which he felt as a 
result of his expulsion and presented 
to the pontiff a rather dark picture of 
the situation, saying he believed the 
present French government will not 
be induced to 
change 
Its attitude 


which It had assumed towards the vat- 
lean. 


French Clergy Divided. 


Notwithstanding the guarded, poll- 


tic language used by Monslgnor Mon- 
tagnlui In conferring with his supe- 
riors today, ho did not 
conceal his 


opinion that the open hostility of the 
Vatican towards the 
government of 


France was not greeted with enthusi- 
asm by a portion of tho French clergy. 
Monslgnor Montagnlnl also allowed It 
to become known at the Vatican that 
he thinks It will be difficult for the 
church to find efficient allies in Its 
campaign against the French govern- 
ment which, In view of the fact that 
It. Is supported by an overwhelming 
majority, cannot be moved from carry- 
Ing out Its program for the seculariza- 
tion of the state which program denies 
to Catholicism privileges not enjoyed 
by other religions, denies the sover- 


eignty of the pope, severs relations 
with the Vatican and considers that 
questions of religion should be decided 
by the individual conscience, without 
the state entering into the matter in 
any way.

American prelate Scores Government 


for Its Policy. 


Boston, Dec. 13.—The French gov- 


ernment was vigorously denounced 
last night for its action against the 
Roman Catholic church by Coadjutor 
Archbishop William H. O'Conneli, of 
the diocese of Boston, In a brief ad- 
dress before the Catholic union. The 
occasion was a lecture by Monslgnor 
John S. Vaughnn, of London, and in- 
troducing the lecturer. Archbishop 
O'Conneli said in part: 


"We Catholics in America, whore re- 


ligious toleration Is so common and 
so widespread, cannot but be over- 
whelmed with sorrow at the conditions 
which exist today in another 
nation 


whose name I need not mention, and 
whose position In church affairs Is at- 
tracting so much attention from think- 
ing people all over the world. The 
fact that this nation is and has been 
for so many centuries such a. strong- 
hold of the church only adds to the 
sadness whlc,h Catholics 
feel 
when 


they consider tha extent to which tho 
enemies of the church have gone to ac- 
complish their evil designs. 


"Every principle of justice, fair play 


and common decency has been laid 
aside by this most barefaced tyranny, 
which deprives the citizens of a repub- 
lic of the privilege of worshipping as 
they see flt. It Is nn oppression of the 
weak, done In so evil a manner that 
the hearts of right thinking men of all 
countries and all creeds must he out- 
raged by actions of the men who con- 
trol the destinies of that nation. 


"Thank God, there are thousands of 


families In poor France who will give 
up nil, oven their lives If necessary, 
to keep alive the faith. In splto of all 
opposition and oppression and it is In 
them thnt Catholics the world 
over 


hope for tho successful solution of the 
present difficulties."

ACCOUNTING FOR THE PEARL. 


Parasites, Disease and Foreign Objects 


Suggested As the Origin. 


Three principle hypotheses havebeen 


offered to account for the 
origin of 


pearls. 
According to one they arise 


from secretions caused by the pres- 
ence of some foreign object, such as a 
grain of sand, within the shell of the 
oyster. But it has been shown that 
fine pearls are not thus produced.* 


Another theory is that, pearls are the 


result of disease in the oyster. The 
third hypothesis, 
sustained 
by M. 


Seurat, of the Oceanograph|c museum 
of Monaco, is that the origin of pearls 
Is to be ascribed to the presence of a 
parasite. The species of parasite dif- 
fers with the species of oyster, but this 
mode of origin, M. Seurat believes, is 
general with all fine pearls. 


To restore the luster of a "dead" 


pearl the outer tarnished envelope may 
be removed with acids. Thus the effect 
produced upon a tarnished 
pearl by 


causing a fowl to swallow it Is account- 
ed for by the dissolvent action of the 
gastric juice.

vivor of General Grant's Staff, who 
died suddenly from apoplexy in this 
city Tuesday, have beea located in 
Chicago, and they will provide a 
modest biirial for the strange char- 
acter about whose life little is known 
save that ho was a man of much bril- 
liance, the friend o£ prominent men, 
who gave invaluable service to his 
country without reward and died 
penniless and alone in this city. 


Some further details of his roman- 


tic life came 
to light 
yesterday. 


Colonel Pride was married to Miss 
Mary Louise Stlllman, who was a 
resident of Galena, Til., and a wom- 
an of considerable fortune. 
For a 


time the couple dazzled Washington 
by the brilliancy of their entertain- 
ng, but they did not get along well. 
They were 
divorced 
after 
Pride j 


came, to Huutington, and when the 
wife died two years later a suit was 
Bled in Chicago by Pride to obtain 
possession of some of her property. 


Colonel Pride had traveled exten- 


sivelv. He was with an engineering 
larty. on one of the numerous pre- 
.Iminary surveys of the Panama 
canal and was an ardent believer In 
_ts possibilities. 
He had been in 


Europe, and ' during the Russian- 
lapanese war he told the writer he 
liad been all over tho Manchurian 
territory. 


Wardrobe a Wonder. 


When he came to Huntington his 


wardrobe commanded much atten- 
tion. 
He was for years the best 


dressed man in the city, and his 
grtfat supply of handsomely tailored 
clothes stood him in good stead, for 
as he felt the hardships of poverty 
he wore the suits until they became 
threadbare.

was considered the greatest engineer 
in the army. He did not know, and in- 
deed nobody seemed to know, why 
President. Lincoln disregarded General 
Grant's request to regularly commis- 
sion Pride. 


Neither was the reason known why 


he left the sen-ice when he did. Col- 
onel Pride left the service- in April. 
1863. 
At that time he was chief en- 


gineer of military railroads. The war 
continued about two years more. \Vhy. 
when his health had.been restored, :i 
man capable of rendering such service 
was not restored to rank is unknown. 
General Grant, however,.remained his 
friend through all of the years follow- 
ing, as did J. Condit Smith. 


His death closes a lite of possibili- 


ties that went astray to a great extent.

that G. G. Pride had a magnificent 
mind, that he was an engineer of 
standing, and that he buried himself 
for twenty years in Huntington. •wait- 
ing for the end, without occupation or 
purpose.

gretting Pride's departure from army 
service, and gives a most compliment- 
ary tribute to the service rendered by 
Pride in several Important campaigns.

will restore me to practice In the pen- 
sion department. 
The effect of his 


favorable action would allow me to 
receive somewhere between J1.500 and 
$2,000 in fees I now have tied up In 
the department, and above and be- 
yond that, it will prove my innocence 
of the charge for which I have just 
served time. While I have not made 
up my mind definitely as to just what 
I shall do, I am Inclined to think I 
will stay right here and resijne my 
practice. I am and have been a stu- 
dent of pension matters and feel per- 
fectly confident that I can successfully 
carry on that work." 


Hard Labor All Right. 


When asked to say something of 


prison life as he found It, he hesitated 
to express himself, but said: "I was 
sentenced to hard labor, and the sen- 
tence was literally carried out. I have 
been shoving a wheelbarrow or doing 
other heavy work on the walls and 
buildings of the new prison ever since 
I went there. I began my sentence on 
January 2% 1906. and my commuta- 
tion, or good time, enabled mo to be 
released this far ahead nf the full 
year. While there I studied our mod- 
ern prison methods, as exemplified in 
a federal prison, and I do not hesitate 
to say that there Is absolutely nothing 
In the present prison methods that 
would tend to make a man better, or 
help him to live a better life In the 
event of his release. Instead, in order 


to comply with the rules, the convict 
must practice all the deceit, hypocrisy 
and contemptible little shams that can 
be conceived to live up to them. Per- 
sistent lying Is a part of the dally life 
of the convict, he can 'do nothing else 
and live up to these 'rules.' 


No Effort at Reformation. 


"There is no- effort at reformation 


anywhere, the whole 
system being 


built on the barbaric idea of punish- 
ment. In other words, when a new 
man comes into the prison, the con- 
duct and attitude of the officers seems 
to be, 'What can we .do to him,' in- 
stead of 'what can we do for him?' 
But the system and not the officers 
are largely to blame for this, but the 
officers eould change the system. Vic- 
tor Hugo has said, 'Not the churches 
but the prisons, mark the progress of 
our civilization.' and Hugo was right 
about it, but more people.should know 
about our prisons, in the year I was 
there about 300 new convicts were 
brought into the prison representing 
every state in the union. The prison 
population, is now about 1,100, and 
constantly growing. 


"But that is enough now; perhaps 


some tlay soon I will tell you more 
about it. But please remember this: 
I am back here again to enter upon 
my work, and bear no ill-feeling or 
malice toward any one. I am glad to 
say that everywhere I have met with 
the most cordial reception, and shall 
endeavor to so conduct myself that T 
may fully merit the respect and good 
will of all my fellowmen."

Members Named at Col. 


Hogeland's Meeting Last 


Evening. 


Much earnest interest was displayed 


at the curfew meeting held last eve- 
ning in the assembly room of the court 
house. The meeting had been inspired 
by 
Col. Alexander Hogeland, widely 


known as.the "father of the curfew," 
who has made repeated visits to Fort 
Wayne and who is here this week in 
the interest of a batter enforcement of 
the curfew ordinance and the rescue of 
endangered youth in general. 


The distinct results of the meeting 


were the appointment of a committee 
whose function it is to visit the mayor ' 
of Fort Wayne and petition him for a 
more rigid enforcement of the curfew 
ordinance, and the adoption of resolu- 
tions urging enforcement of the ordi- 
nance. 


The Committee. 


The members of the committee ap- 


pointed to wait upon the mayor are: 
William P. Cooper, chairman; W«yne 
Township Trustee Cornelius Gearln, 


harles A. Phelp=>. president of the 
ewsboys' union, and W. F. Geller. 
The meeting was very well attended, 
embers of committees appointed by 
IQ pastors of the various churches be- 
ng present. The purpose of the meet- 
ng was the discussion of the best 
uethods for securing the enforcement 
f the curfew ordinance. Colonel Hoge- 
and made a strong address in which 
e gave many practical reasons for 
eeping the children off 
the streets 


Ights. He declared that in those cit- 
es where the curfew law IB enforced 
uventle crime has decreased eighty 
er cent. 


The Resolutions. 


The following resolutions, embody- 


ng the sense of the 
meeting, were 


assed: 
Resolved. That It Is the sense of this 
meeting thnt the honorable mayor nnd 
nief of police be nnd are hereby directed 
o enforce tho raid urdlnnnci; (the curfew) 
* provided for by an ordinance adopted 
ut not enforced, for several yearn. 
Resolved. Thnt It IP the sense of this 
leeting thnt we extend to the press "f 
lal endorsement they have given the 
nld ordinance and the urging of the cn- 
orcoment of the same. 


Col. Hogeland't Addres*. 


Col. 
Hogeland, in his address, spoke 


n part as follows:: 


Sinci the, meittlng of the association 
jne. year ngo I have hnd the honor of 
appearing before, like associations In u 
urge number of cities nnd towns, chiefly 
hroughout the west; these Include St. 
jOtils. Knnsns City, 
Omaha. 
Topekn. 
-oulsvllle. Nnshvllle. Lejclngtop nnd else- 
whe.re. The curfew, as already1 explained, 
i municipal regulation for keeping 
children off 
the street" of cities nnd 
towns nnd within their own tinmen after 
th« hour* of 8 o'clock In winter and 8 
o'clock In summer. 
An far ns known 
some 4.000 cities hnve adopted this Or- 
dlnince nnd the offlclnls of many of them 
report n decrease of eighty per cent In 
the hoodlum element. 
We have discov- 
ered that 
we i-annot reform 
the old 
thlevns and robbers, train ditchers and 
hoM-up men, hut wo can. hy keeping 
youth out of the streets, ami away from 
vile companions nfter nightfall, prevent 
their graduating for liven of tihnme nnd 
crime. It Is fully conceded now whcreevcr 
the ordinance, line been enforced, thnt It. 
does increase the attendance nt the ptih- 
llc schools; that there IP no lo "vr any 
trunncy In tin schools; thnt children who 
have herelofore been dunned ns tardy 
nnd behind with their lessons hy being 
nt hnmn under curfew nro no longei 
tardy or behind with their lesson*. 
It 
seems not only to Improve the children 
socially nnd morally but tho parents 
thomselvi'R, are grently benefited nnd ex- 
press their (Trent appreciation hy value 
of the curfew In enabling them to keep 
their children within their own homes 
utter night. The association has during 
the yenr carried on an extensive corres- 
pondence with the oxecntlvos of nil states 
nnd the offlclnls of mnny cities nnd with 
the rulers of foreign countries. 
It has 


nlso nrranged In pnmphlet form tile pro- 
ceedings of the first World's International 
Curfew Congress held In St. I-ouls, July 
Z7th. 1004. In making n comparison be- 
tween the attention bestowed upon chil- 
dren in Europenn countries after night- 
fall. It was discovered that the United 
States wns behind the nations of Europe 
In keeping their children within tholr 
own homes after nightfall. 
A letter of 
very great Interest was read nt the In- 
ternational 
World's 
Curfew 
Congress 
July 27th, 1904. from Amos "W. Butler, 
secretary of charities nnd corrections for 
the. state of Indiana. It called attention 
to reports from between thirty and forty 
of the leading citizens of Indiana In cities 
where the curfew bad been adopted and 
in many of tho same, rigidly enforced. 
In all of these reports the officials spenk 
In terms of commendation of the ourfexv 
ordinance. It may seem strange/ but is 
nevertheless true, that In none of the 


correspondence had with foreign coun- 
tries or with cities In our own country, 
was there the slightest objection urged 
against the enforcement of the curfew. 
Fort Wayne Is In reality one of the most | 
thrifty nnd enterprising of cities, not only 
in Indiana but In the west generally, and 
with Its growth will come the criminal, 
but even at this late period by a rigid 
enforcement of th* curfew It will not only 
prevent the growth 
of crime amons 
youths hut will lessen decidedly the anor- 
mous expense that taxpayers are com- 
pelled to pay In the prosecution of boys 
and sometimes girls, who may grow to be 
the most desperate of our criminals. I 
could, if time would allow, mention num- 
erous Instances where the youths of some 
cities, had become desperadoes, endanger- 
ing life and property both and some of 
them hav«* become amenable to the high- 
est crimep known to the law. The Mayor 
of one city—Jollet. 111..—culled my atten- 
tion to two boys who were allowed to 
roam the streets at night. At first their 
crimes were pilfering at the fruit stand?: 
they grew mure bold and were finally sent 
to Jail. They still grew more desperate— 
then robberies followed and recently, hi? 
Honor, remarked. "Mr. Hogeland. those 
tiro boys are now serving life sentences 
In the penitentiary, and they have cost 
the taxpayers of this county J16.000 In 
the w.-vy of prosecution." 
Two men in 
Kentucky arrested for the highest crimes 
known to the law were subjected to three 
trials. 
In tho aggregate they cost the 
state not less than $60.000. 
However, 


the uuestlon of finances In all of these 
and thousands of other cases cut but a 
small flsura when we take Into consider- 
ation their social and moral destruction, 
and the disgrace they have brought on 
their families and the state where they 
live. I think you all will agree with me 
that It is the solemn duty of the officials 
of all cities. Fort Wayne among tbe 
number, to decrease crime eighty per cent 
and prevent a re-occurrence of the cases 
we have referred to. when tho enforce- 
ment of the curfew that costs nothing is 
a certain remedy against tlier re-occur- 
rence.
